BAIMBACH Investigation of ABC1PEZJH

1. More than half a south passed since BAUHBACH's Initial talk with Be. On 
31 Jannaiy 1954, however, I learned that Italian or Vatican intelligence circles 
are investigating my person. 

2. On 31 January 1954 at 1330 hour*, I was visited at sy hoae by a gentleman 
who presented himself as Mr. VOLTOLIHI, a representative of the Bundespresseampt 
("Federal Press Office’)* He stated that he came at the suggestion of a Mr* (fin) 
GRIGORIADXS, a member of the Greek cosimmity in Frankfurt, Germany. GRIGOHIADIS 
allegedly told VOLTOLIHI that there lives in Munich a Ukrainian Journalist, Mrs* 
ABCAPKLUf, who is interested in Orthodox church affairs and who might be able to 
supply data on the Orthodox church in Germany and behind the Iron Curtain. 

3* VOLTQLDII'a introduction immediately betrayed that he appeared at the in- 
structions of BAUMBACH. this is so because Mrs. ABCAPKLIN never presented her- 
self as a Journalist to anyone except BAUMBACH. And BAUMBACH himself wrote In 
his notebook during our meeting that sy wife is a Journalist (after I had indi- 
cated that I personally should not like to be cocas involved with Papal Intelli- 
gence). To accent before me that ny wife could function In the liaison capacity, 
BAUMBACH wrote her down as a Journalist in his book in my presence. In regard 
to GBIQ0B1ADI3, such a person in fact resides in Frankfurt, where he Is a leader 
in the Greek (Hellenic) religious community. I personally, however, do not know 
him, and he does not know me* 

4. In order to put meaning into his approach, VOLTOLIHI began to ask Mrs. 

ABC AP KLIN about church problems, dwelling upon the coming appearance in Munich of 
the Greek Archbishop ATH3UQ0RA3. He asked whether JL could arrange an interview 
between the archbiahop and himself. I replied that I would gladly do so. VOLTO- 
LIHI then asked details about the activity of Archbishop BORIS, who represents 
the Moscow Patriarchate in Germany. VOLTOLIHI also asked about the Orthodox 
church in Baden-Baden, which is under the Jurisdiction of the Moscow Patriarchate 
and about %6ich, VOLTOLIHI stated, he had written in the press. VOLTOLIHI stated 
that he is in contact with Reverend Petro HQUHSKX, administrator of the Ukrainian 
Greek-Catholic church In Germany, residing in Munich. VOLTQLINI also asked Whether 
Z know Reverend (fnu) AMMAN, an Austrian Jesuit interested in Orthodox affairs. 

I replied that I do not know AMMAN personally, that I have read his works on the 
Eastern Church, and that I consider him a genuine authority in that field. VOLTO- 
LIHI interspersed our talk on such topics with questions in no way connected with 
religious matters. He asked when I came to Germany, what I did in Poland, 
whether I have friends in Poland and correspond with them, etc. To me it was an 
obvious check on my person. 
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4* Before departing, VOLTOLDJI promised to telephone me on 6 February 1953 
in order to learn whether X bad arranged an interview with Archbishop ATHEHAQOEAS. 

5* On 31 January 1954 at 2130 hours, AECANDIOT telephoned in regard to what 
he called an important natter* We net and he spoke as follows:- "Teeterday, 30 
January, I bad a meeting with HXCEZXINO in a Munich oaf e. I g are him a report on 
the Russian emigration and its contacts with intelligence services* After look- 
ing over the reports, MICKIIJTiO took a sheet of paper and wrote dow two names, re* 
questing that I write up detailed reports on each of then by 4 February 1954« 
Headi n g the names, X discovered that MICBLLXMO wants data on you and your wife* 
the paper read « • *• (here followed the true names and address of ABCAPKTJN and* his 
wife)***" AECANDXOT continued:- "MIGHT JJNO stated ABCAPHLXN is a Greek priest, 
his wife .a journalist* He wants to know all about them:- a brief biography, pres- 
ent employment , whether they hare any contacts with the GKHLBH group, or with 
American, British or french intelligence* I most have this report by 4 February* 

I have come to tell you about this* If you desire, I shall give HICKLLIHO nothing 
about you, stating that I was unable to find anything. If you want me to give him 
some data, write it yourself, whatever you consider desirable or proper* X asked 
MICELLHfO why he was interested In these two people, but he gave no answer*" 
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
